O n e of E n K ln n d '« S u p e r s t it ion s . 
Among the many quaint supensti 
tions which have survived in rural 
England are some interesting tradi­ 
tions about the building of the oldest 
churches. 
The story goes that they 
were originally intended by the me­ 
diaeval builders to be erected on other 
sites, but the stones being persistently 
removed during the ntgbttlme by de­ 
mons to the situations they at present 
occupy tbe builders proceeded with 
their erections on the sites thus super- 
naturally selected and were not fur­ 
ther interfered with. Though many old 
relics, such as stone coffins and Ho­ 
man altars, have been used by thrifty 
farmers for drinking troughs, buttery 
stones and such like purposes, they 
have not been desecrated with impuni­ 
ty , and many a stone has l>een taken 
back to the place whence it came in 
order to get rid of ghostly visitations. 
In Longridge. near Preston, in Lan­ 
cashire. there Is a lane called Wrlt- 
to i Stone lane, from an inscribed stone j 
which has lain there for a great num­ 
ber of y ears and which none of tbe 
villagers care to move. 
It is about 
eight feet long, two feet wide and 
eighteen inches deep and bears on it 
the following inscription in deeply in- 
cN-eu cl.arLcters: "Ralph lladcllfie laid 
this stone to lie forever. A. 1>. 1655.” 
Why Italpb Radcliffe laid this stone 
no one now knows, but It is regarded 
with my sterious awe by the inhab­ 
itants.

Many cities in Illinois during the 
past year have ordered extensive pub­ 
lic improvements by petition under 
the amendment of 1903 to the public 
improvement law of 18 97. 
A recent 
decision of the supreme court is to the 
effect that the amendment of 1903 
Is unconstitutional, 
and 
therefore 
null anrl void. . The amendment an­ 
nulled exempted the smaller cities 
from the frontage consent require­ 
ment. 
The citizens of Sterling are up in 
arms regarding some big contracts for 
paving there. It seems that the city 
council had 
assessed 
the property 
owners the entire cost of the improve­ 
ment. In a mass meeting the prop­ 
erty owners have agreed to pay half 
the cost of the improvement, the city 
or general public to pay the balance. 
It is not just that the property owner 
should pay the entire cost as the gen­ 
eral public is bcnefltted as much, if 
not more, than the property owner. 
In this regard we will say that the 
Dixon city council has adjusted the 
cost to even better advantage to the 
property owner than 
the Sterling 
people ask, for here the property 
owner is only assessed one-flfth of the 
cost of the 
improvement for 
the 
paving recently done on North Galena 
and Fellows street. 
Sterling will 
complete the work started on the 
basis of an even division of the cost.

The lublic improvement law be' 
came a law in 1897 and it read that a 
majority of the property owners in 
each block where said Improvement 
was to he made must be secured. In 
18 99 an amendment was made which 
was to the effect that the consent of a 
maiority of the property owners along 
the total length of the improvement 
be secured. 
In July 1903 a second 
amendment was made which was that 
improvements could be made by a 
petition of property owners along the 
line of improvement and it was not 
necessary to have a majority of the 
property owners to be signers to the 
petition. This latter amendment was 
relative to cities under 20,0000 and 
over 28 ,000 population and does not 
provide for cities between the two and 
this is one point on which the supreme 
court declared it to be unconstitu­ 
tional. 
It was pointed out when the act was 
passed that it was unconstitutional, 
yet it was signed and became effec­ 
tive, and a few towns availed them­ 
selves of its provisions. 
Their coun­ 
cils or beards of aldermen ordered 
pavements laid whether the people 
wanted them or not. 
Contractors, 
ill advised by their lawyers, took 
chances of completing their work and 
getting their 
money 
before the 
supreme court could have an oppor­ 
tunity to pass on the act.
